D-lnglewood , 
mad e clear he will insist on in­ 
clu d ing withhold ing in any tax 
reform proposal — and he cou ld 
block any plan withou t it. 
Reagan's remarks were mad e 
at a news conference Dec. 19. 
bu t the gov ernor’s press staff 
embargoed their release u ntil 
tod ay . Unru h’s comments were 
in a news release reply ing to 
Reagan. 
In ad d ition to talking abou t 
withhold ing. 
Reagan 
m a d e 
these other points in the inter­ 
v iew : 
He is flattered by growing 
! su pport for him as the 1968 
Repu blican 
presid ential moni- 
nee. bu t he d oes not intend to 
become a cand id ate.

BUDGET FORECAST 
His bu d get will be higher 
than this y ear’s, becau se of 
normal growth, bu t he

economize ju st as hard as ev er. 
He thinks the people su p­ 
port most of his actions, and 
that the Legislatu re will enact 
more of his “Creativ e Society ” 
program than it d id this y ear. 
From remarks by Unru h and 
Reagan,

of conflict nex t y ear, and a 
possible key to tax reform —

DOUBTS LOSSES 
He ad d ed that he d ou b t s 
statements by withhold ing pro­

those who work here for a y ear 
or so then leav e withou t pay ing 
state income tax es. Bu t then he 
continu ed : 
“ If (it) shou ld d ev elop, which 
I am positiv e it won’t, that 


there is a great amou nt of 
money . .. that the other tax ­ 
pay ers were picking u p becau se 
someone, in great nu mbers of 
people, were cheating and there 
was only one way to cov er that 
loophole — withhold ing — I’m 
qu ite su re that any . . . reason­ 
able mind wou ld hav e to rev iew 
his position.” 
In reply , Unru h d eclared that 
withhold ing is a mu st and “no 
tax reform program d eserv es 
the name if it perpetu ates this 
sy stem u nd er which the tax pay ­ 
er mu st su bsid ize the tax ev ad ­ 
er.” 


WITHHOLD ISSUE 
The Democratic lead er said 
he believ es “ the Legislatu re will 
not enact a tax reform pro­ 
gram that ignores the resu lts of 
y ears of legislativ e stu d y of 
this problem. Ou r fiscal ex ­ 
perts . . . hav e told u s repeated ­ 
ly that California loses u pward s 
of $180 mililon a y ear” by not 
haring withhold ing. 
If Reagan refu sed to accept 
withhold ing, 
Unru h 
cou ld 
in 
tu rn block the gov ernor’s tax 
reform plans and cau se a big 
election- y ear d ispu te by per­ 
su ad ing Democrats to withhold 
su pport from 
the legislation. 
That wou ld block it becau se 
the lower hou se is 42-38 Dem­ 
ocratic and 41 v otes are need ed 
to pass a bill in the 8 0-seat 
chamber. 
Unru h also mad e clear that 
1968 will witness ev en more 
partisan battle than 19 6 7. “The 
new ad ministration is new’ no 
longer. It mu st now’ assu me fu ll 
responsibility for its actions and 
policies,” he d eclared . 
The speaker said he wou ld 
“v igoriou sly oppose’’ any mov e 
by Reagan to d iv ert $155 mil­ 
lion in property tax relief the 
$1 billion 1967 tax raise bill set 
asid e for d isposal in 1968. 
Asked abou t this at his news 
conference. Reagan said he has 
“no intention” at this time of 
asking lawmakers to let him u se 
the money to balance the bu d get 
instead of cu tting tax es. He ad d ­ 
ed . “ I’m not going to make any 
promises to what might happen 
as we finally are confronted 
with the bu d get. . . ” 


OTHER ISSUES 
The freshman gov ernor said 
he ex pected partisanship “ to 
grow more. I think that now 
that with an election y ear com­ 
ing u p, there is going to be 
more partisanship. In fact, I ’m 
v ery ’ concerned with the coming 
legislativ e session. . . ” 
He said he d id n’t think legis­ 


lators really believ e he wants 
to ru n for presid ent. 
“They 
know better, bu t it is pretty 
hand y to say , politically .” 
Reagan said again “ I’m not 
a cand id ate.” He agreed , thou gh 
that his growing popu larity in 
pu blic opinion polls and among 
the conserv ativ e wing of the 
GOP has “been gratify ing, there 


is no qu estion abou t t hat . . . It 
. . . makes y ou feel v ery good , 
bu t it hasn’t changed my mind 
any .” 
The gov ernor was asked abou t 
his campaign theme of morali­ 
ty in gov ernment, and replied : 
“Therei s a feeling on the part 
of the people that we are d rift­ 
ing away from basic concepts 


of morality and I think that the 
people of this cou ntry by and 
large want a retu rn to this id ea 
. . . We see so mu ch in the 
streets, and I wou ld think that 
there is a kind of an u mbrella 
issu e for the coming national 
campaign that has to d o with 
this whole area ot moral stan­ 
d ard s.”

DOUBTS LOSSES 
He added that he d o u b t s 
statements by withholding pro­ 
ponents 
that 
a 
substantial 
amount is lost to the state by 
those who work here for a year 
or so then leave without paying 
state income taxes. But then he 
continued: 
“ If (it) should develop, which 
I am positive it won’t, that 


there is a great amount of 
money . . . that the other tax­ 
payers were picking up because 
someone, m great numbers of 
people, were cheating and there 
was only one w ay to cover that 
loopliole — withholding — I'm 
quite sure that any. , . reason­ 
able mind would have to review 
his position.” 
In reply, Unruh declared that 
withholding is a must and “no 
tax reform program deserves 
the name if it perpetuates this 
system under which the taxpay­ 
er must subsidize the tax evad­ 
er." 


WITHHOLD ISSUE 
The Democratic leader said 
he believes “ the legislature will 
not enact a tax reform pro­ 
gram that ignores the results of 
years of legislative study of 
this problem. Our fiscal ex­ 
perts . . . have told us repeated­ 
ly that California loses upwards 
of $180 million a year” by not 
having withholding. 
If Reagan refused to accept 
withholding, 
Unruh 
could 
in 
turn block the governor’s tax 
reform plans and cause a big 
election- year dispute by per­ 
suading Democrats to withhold 
support 
from 
the 
legislation. 
That would block it because 
the lower house is 42-38 Dem­ 
ocratic and 41 votes are needed 
to pass a bill in the 80-seat 
chamber. 
Unruh also made clear that 
1968 will witness even more 
partisan battle than 1967. “The 
new administration is new no 
longer. It must now assume full 
responsibility for its actions and 
policies.” he declared. 
The speaker said he would 
“vigoriously oppose’’ any move 
by Reagan to divert $155 mil­ 
lion in property tax relief the 
$1 billion 1967 tax raise bill set 
aside for disposal in 1968. 
Asked about this at his news 
conference. Reagan said he has 
"no intention" at this time of 
asking lawmakers to let him use 
the money to balance the budget 
instead of cutting taxes. He add­ 
ed. “ I’m not going to make any 
promises to what might happen 
as we finally are confronted 
with the budget. . . " 


OTHER ISSUES 
The freshman governor said 
he expected partisanship “ to 
grow more. I think that now 
that with an election year com­ 
ing up, there is going to be 
more partisanship. In fact, I’m 
very concerned with the coming 
legislative session. . . ” 
He said he didn’t think legis­ 


lators really believe he wants 
to run 
for 
president. "They 
know better, but it is pretty 
handy to say, politically." 
Reagan said again “ I'm not 
a candidate.” He agreed, though 
that his growing popularity in 
public opinion polls and among 
the conservative wing of the 
GOP has “been gratifying, there 


is no question about th a t. . . It 
. . . makes you feci very good, 
but it hasn’t changed my mind 
any.” 
The governor was asked about 
his campaign theme of morali­ 
ty in government, and replied: 
“ Therei s a feeling on the part 
of the people that we are drift­ 
ing away from basic concepts 


of morality and I think that the 
(people of this country by and 
large want a return to this idea 
We see so much in the 
streets, and 1 would think that 
there is a kind of an umbrella 
issue for the coming national 
campaign that has to do with 
this whole area of moral stan­ 
dards."

1,500 TEMBLORS

Evans, who is director of the 
Potential Gas Agency for the 
Mineral Resources Institute at 
the Colorado School of Mines,

MEAT AND POULTRY: Beef 
prices should show the most 
significant gain because pro­ 
ducers are not expected to in­ 
crease their herds substantially 
Pork prices should show a slight 
rise. Poultry prices probably 
will not change much, but egg 
prices should be up. One thing 
which could depress meat prices 
would 
be 
for 
producers 
to 
expand their flocks excessively 
because of current low feed 
prices. Both government and 
farm leaders are urging far­ 
mers not to go overboard on 
production and thereby force 
down prices. 


FRUITS: Both citrus and non­ 
citrus fruit prices should bp 
higher.

Judging fro m the gro wing reco rd o f 
arrests, an increasing number o f them 
are 
ex perimenting 
with 
the 
“ lo co 
weed" — in part, no do ubt, because 
they are co nfused and want to “ find 
o ut fo r themselv es." 


And judging fro m the study guides 
published by the Marin Co unty scho o ls 
o ffice 
fo r 
use 
in 
instructing 
the 
y o ungsters, there is plenty o f reaso n 
fo r their co nfusio n. 


THE COUNTY SCHOOLS o ffice last 
summer put o n a “ crash pro gram" to 
try to make sure that Marin’s scho o ls 
taught abo ut drug dangers. It pro ­ 
duced 
“ Drug 
Instructio nal 
U s e 
Guides" fo r sev enth and eighth grades 
and fo r high scho o ls. 


The 
sev enth-eighth 
grade 
guide 
treats marijuana quite quickly , in two 
pages. It info rms the teacher (who is to 
info rm the pupils) that mo st drug ad­ 
dicts “ receiv ed their first start by 
smo king marijuana." It say s marijuana 
use brings o n hallucinatio ns, delirium, 
and 
restless 
sleep, 
and 
declares: 
“ Death may fo llo w respirato ry failure 
fo r so me indiv iduals." 


THE GUIDE FOR HIGH SCHOOLS. 
ho wev er, is ano ther matter. 


It o pens with a histo rical resume o f 
the hemp deriv ativ es — o f which mari­ 
juana and hashish are best kno wn— 
which includes this: “ In 18 4 5 a surpris­ 
ingly accurate descriptio n o f the effects 
o f hashish was pro ducted by Dr. J. 
Mo reau o f To urs. France. His reco gni­ 
tio n 
o f 
the 
relatio nship 
between 
hashish ex cess and insanity anticipated 
the results o f mo dern psy cho lo gical 
research." 


The guide, ho wev er, fails to repo rt 
any such research. Instead, it turns im­ 
mediately to a claim that “ the fo lklo re 
o f marijuana as a ‘killer drug' " aro se 


fro m the effo rts o f Harry J. Anslinger 
when he was head o f the Federal 
Bureau o f Narco tics. 
On page 7. the guide say s marijuana 
use co nfuses feelings o f right and 
wro ng and may cause crimes, and that 
users “ usually hav e majo r perso nality 
defects and seek escape." On page 8 it 
say s use results in hallucinatio ns and 
delirium and “ chro nic ex po sure pro ­ 
duces brain lesio ns." and o n page 9 
that drug dependence by marijuana 
users “ is definitely established." 


BUT ON PAGES 11. 12 AND 13 , the 
guide do es an abo ut-face. It then say s 
marijuana do es no t lead to mental 
deterio ratio n, do es no t cause delin­ 
quency , do es no t lead to use o f hero in, 
that no death attributed to marijuana 
has ev er been established, that it is no t 
used fo r escape, that o v eruse merely 
pro duces so und sleep, and that it has 
no anti-so cial effects. 
All these claims are based o n “ The 
Marijuana Papers." edited by Dav id 
So lo mo n, published this y ear to resur­ 
rect findings o f a co mmittee appo inted 
by May o r Fio rello LaGuardia o f New 
Yo rk in the 19 3 0s — a fav o rite so urce 
bo o k o f marijuana adv o cates. 
The study guide then no tes briefly 
o n page 14 that the American Medical 
Asso ciatio n branded this bo o k “ un­ 
scientific. uncritical" and harmful, and 
adv ised law enfo rcement o fficials to 
“ co ntinue to regard marijuana as a 
menace." This brief no d is the guide's 
o nly reco gnitio n o f the pro fessio n that 
certainly kno ws the mo st abo ut drugs.

HODGE-PODGE 
fro m which to teach, it is little wo nder 
if 
teachers 
co nfuse 
rather

enlighten pupils abo ut marijuana. 
We suggest the co unty scho o ls o f­ 
fice either put so mebo dy to wo rk to do 
so me genuine research and pro duce a 
new study guide, o r leav e the jo b to

Once- Hot Oath Issue 


Ended By Court Ruling

Another tempest in a teapot 
has gone with a 6-1 decision of 
the California Su preme Cou rt 
that the so-called loy alty oath, 
approv ed by the people in 1952 
as 
part 
of 
the 
California 
C o n s t i t u t i o n , 
is 
u n­ 
constitu tional. 
The loy alty oath was a real, 
hot issu e in politics 15 y ears 
ago. and ev ery candidate for 
office was req u ired at one time 
or another to state his v iews 
concerning it. 
Priv ately , 
most 
politicians 
felt that, while the idea behind 
the legislation had a lot of 
merit, the oath wou ld do little 
if 
any thing 
t o w a r d 
ac­ 
complishing its pu rpose. 


THE 
OATH 
req u ired 
all 
persons accepting employ ment 
with the state to swear or af­ 
firm that they “ not adv ocate, 
nor am I a m em ber of any 
party or organization that now 
adv ocates the ov erthrow of the 
gov ernment 
of 
the 
United 
States, 
or 
of 
the 
state 
of 
California, by force or v iolence 
or other u nlawfu l m eans.” It 
continu ed 
by 
req u iring 
the 
prospectiv e employ ee to swear 
he hadn’t been a m em ber of 
su ch an organization for the 
prev iou s fiv e y ears. 
The oath was an attem pt to 
k eep m em bers of su bv ersiv e 
organizations, su ch as the Com­ 
mu nist 
Party , ou t of 
state 
gov ernment. 
Its weak ness lay in the fact 
that 
if 
a 
Commu nist 
or 
member 
of any other 
su b­ 
v ersiv e organization wanted to 
get into state gov ernment, the 
loy alty oath wou ld hav e no ef­ 
fect on detering him, as he 
wou ld tak e it any how. 
Proponents of the oath met 
this argu m ent with the state­ 
ment that if an indiv idu al was 
iou nd to hav e tak en the oath, 
and later shown to be a Com­ 
mu nist, he cou ld be prosecu ted 
for swearing falsely . So far, no 
one ev er has been caught and 


prosecu ted, 
indicating 
t h e 
threat to the state, if any , was 
minimal. 


THE 
COURT 
fou nd 
that 
persons who join an organiza­ 
tion, bu t do not participate in 
its u nlawfu l activ ities, pose no 
threat to the secu rity of the 
state and nation, and in ad­ 
dition. that the oath is. inv alid 
becau se it v iolates r i g h t s 
granted the people by the first 
amendment to the constitu tion. 
Howev er, 
in 
a 
dissenting 
opinion, Ju stice 
M a r s h a l l 
McComb held the California 
constitu tional 
prov ision 
f o r 
tak ing 
the 
oath 
shou ld 
be 
u pheld. The ju stice contended 
that 
the 
cou rt 
shou ld 
not 
disregard the law as laid down 
by the citizens of California, 
who with a m ajority v ote, pu t 
the oath in the constitu tion. 


Thu s, the opinion does little 
more than bring home again 
the fact that the state su prem e 
cou rt pu ts itseif abov e and 
bey ond the will of the people.

Aid Saved France

as too, too often, in the history 
of wildlife. 
I spent boy hood with a gu n in 
my hand in the Alask an Yu k on 
and. half a centu ry ago, spent 
some y ears as a predatory 
animal hu nter (gray wolv es 
mostly ) for the U. S. Biological 
Su rv ey , which later became 
this sam e Fish and Wildlife 
Serv ice. That was on the Mon­ 
tana stock range. 
There were millions of sheep 
on those prairies and, in su m­ 


mer, in the high mou ntains —

BUT THE WINTER of John 
Bu ll’s discontent is not as grim 
as what France went throu gh 
20 y ears earlier — in 1947 , the 
y ear the M arshall Plan was 
conceiv ed. 
Ex cept 
that 
the 
French, with their geniu s for 
farce, 
occasionally 
lightened 
the gloom with a fu u nv lining. 
It was a y ear when two 
gov ernments fell. One of three 
French 
p r e m i e r s , 
Pau l 
Ram adier, won approv al of a 
“sav e the franc” bu dget after 
an all-night debate pu nctu red 
by howis of “ to the gallows” 
from 
Commu nist 
mobs 
as 
cabinet mem bers entered the 
National Assembly . 


It was a great y ear, 1947 , for 
Commu nist action arou nd the 
National Assembly . In March 
the parliam ent was disru pted 
for three straight day s with 
demonstrations and fist fights 
ov er charges that the Indo- 
Chinese 
rev olt 
the 
French 
arm y was try ing to cope with 
was, of all things, fomented by 
Commu nists. 
At one point the Commu nist 
depu ties, nearly a third of the 
assembly , storm ed ou t when 
accu sed of su pporting France's 
enemies (Ho Chi Minh), bu t 
then stormed back in again to 


resu m e hu rling insu lts. 
France 
su ffered 
a 
b a d 
drou ght, 
which 
bro ught 
o n 
bread rationing in a 
co untry 
accu stomed to bu y ing freshly 
bak ed bread twice a day . Then 
the price of bread was do ubled. 
Sev enty per cent- of French 
grain for bread cam e fro m the 
United States. 
Periodically the nation was 
semi-paraly zed by strik es. One 
u nit of strik ers was a regim ent 
of Vietnamese in the 
French 
army . 


PROSPECTS for La Belle 
France 
nev er look ed 
lower. 
Yet in December. 1947 , the 
conserv ativ e. 
Repu blican-led 
8 0th U. S. Congress approv ed 
$597 million in “ stop-gap” aid, 
most of it for France, Italy , 
and Au stria. 
It was an earnest 
o f the 
M arshall Plan fu nds to come, 
from 1949 to 1952 — $15 billio n 
in all, and $3.5 billion of it for 
France, all bu t six per cent of 
it in ou tright grants. 
It w as fortu nate fo r France 
that 
it 
nev er 
seriou sly o c­ 
cu rred to Washington 
to say 
that she didn’t q u alify fo r help 
becau se her economy was in 
poor shape — as P aris told 
London a generation later. 


In those day s only the Com­ 
mu nists were against the U. S. 
decision to help reconstru ct 
Eu rope. And a case cou ld be 
made for the contention that 
had 
it 
not 
been 
for 
the 
M arshall Plan there wou ldn't 
hav e been mu ch of F rance left 
for De Gau lle to rise to power 
in ov er a decade later. 


In 
1497 
ev en 
General 
de 
Gau lle agreed that American 
aid 
w’as 
essential 
to 
the 
reconstru ction of FI u r o p e , 
althou gh 
he 
added 
that 
it 
shou ld be ex tended throu gh “ a 
treaty , not a bargain.” 
The A m e r i c a n v iewpoint 
then was that the “ bargain” 
was a simple one: the gift o f 
dollars wou ld q u ick ly stabilize 
Eu rope. The Commu nists were 
alone in calling the M arshall 
Plan “ Yank ee im perialism ” in 
1947 . 
De Gau lle only cam e 
to that position later.

It opens with a historical resume ot 
the hemp derivatives — of which mari­ 
juana and hashish are best known— 
which includes this: “ In 1843 a surpris­ 
ingly accurate description of the effects 
of hashish was producted by Dr. ,J.

It then says 
marijuana does not lead to mental 
deterioration, does not cause delin­ 
quency. does not lead to use of heroin, 
that no death attributed to marijuana 
has ever been established, that it is not 
used for escape, that overuse merely 
produces sound sleep, and that it has 
no anti-social effects. 
All these claims are based on "The 
Marijuana Papers." edited by David 
Solomon, published this year to resur­ 
rect findings of a committee appointed 
by Mayor Fiorello LaGuardia of New 
York in the 1930s — a favorite source 
book of marijuana advocates. 
The study guide then notes briefly 
on page 14 that the American Medical 
Association branded this book "un­ 
scientific. uncritical" and harmful, and 
advised law enforcement officials to 
"continue to regard marijuana as a 
menace " This brief nod is the guide's 
only recognition of the profession that 
certainly knows the most about drugs. 


WITH SUCH A HODGE-PODGE 


from which to teach, it is little wonder 
if

advocates the overthrow of the 
government 
of 
the 
United 
States, or of the state of 
California, by force or violence 
or other unlawful means.” It 
continued 
by 
requiring 
the 
prospective employee to swear 
he hadn’t been a member of 
such an organization for the 
previous five years. 
The oath was an attempt to 
keep members of subversive 
organizations, such as the Com­ 
munist Party, out c: state 
government. 
Its weakness lay in the fact 
that 
if 
a 
Communist 
or 
member of any other sub­ 
versive organization wanted to 
get into state government, the 
loyalty oath would have no ef­ 
fect on detering him, as he 
would take it anyhow. 
Proponents of the oath met 
tins argument with the state­ 
ment that if an individual was 
lound to have taken the oath, 
and later shown to be a Com­ 
munist, he could be prosecuted 
for swearing falsely. So far, no 
one ever has been caught and 


prosecuted,

threat to the state, if any, was 
m'nimal. 


THE 
COURT 
found 
that 
persons who join an organiza­ 
tion. but do not participate in 
its unlawful activities, pose no 
threat to the security of the 
state and nation, and in ad­ 
dition, that the oath is invalid 
because it violates r i g h t s 
granted the people by the first 
amendment to the constitution. 
However, 
in a 
dissenting 
opinion, Justice M a r s h a l l 
McComb held the California 
constitutional 
provision 
f o r 
taking 
the oath should 
be 
upheld. The justice contended 
that 
the court 
should 
not 
disregard the law as laid down 
by the citizens of California, 
who with a majority vote, put 
the oath in the constitution. 
Thus, the opinion does little 
more than bring home again 
the fact that the state supreme 
court puts itself above and 
beyond the will of the people.

Linda Junior Trojans. When one of my boys clips or 
commits a personal foul, the* referees lower the boom 
with penalties. If the infraction is blatant, 1 give the 
boy “heir! 
The same holds true for a sports columnist who 
steps beyond the bounds of fair comment, slants or 
prints untrue facts. Your attack of December 12th. re­ 
quires raising some “ hell.'* 
Jim. you have been caught clipping, piling on and 
grabbing the face mask! Your article had at least Li 
important but erroneous statements. Space docs not 
permit me to cover each infraction, but feel free to call 
ior particulars! 


The responsible Junior Trojan officials arc 
hurt by, and incensed at, your accusations. Lawyers 
call it “libel”! However, a true sportsman, football 
or journalist, will admit error and try to recover tbe 
fumble. 


Penalty time! N on mince no words and accuse our 
Terra Linda officials of a crime when you refer to a 
“ call for a District Attorney’s investigation into 
disbursement of the nearly $10,000 funds raised to 
finance the trip.” 
Our club has the toughest “ Scottish” treasurer in 
the entire league. Mrs. Ellen Casey, a certified public 
accountant (and among those you indict) runs a “ tight 
ship” as volunteer guardian of the exchequer. Her 
books and records for the ($9,000 plus) Hawaiian fund 
and its use are honest, accurate and proper. By the 
way, you accused us of collecting about $1,000 more 
than we did. 


'Every Cent Accounted For' 
Lm sure the D A. won’t mind the couple of bucks 
spent for tips to porters and cabbies for which we have 
no receipts. Otherwise, every cent is accounted for and 
wisely spent. 
We invite you, the District Attorney, the I-J Ac­ 
countant, and the purported (but unknown) irate 
citizen quoted by you, to audit this fund on one con­ 
dition. You will not tell the District Attorney I have 
shot down some local “ crow” for you and this 
unknown irate citizen to eat after this investigation is 
completed. 
These same accused Junior Trojan officials 
(criminals?) have been spending the past several weeks 
of cold winter nights peddling Christmas trees in Terra 
Linda to raise funds for operating the Marin Boys Club 
to w hich our Junior Trojans belong. 
From Aug. 13 to Dec. 2, we six coaches have 
taught boys from Terra Linda, Santa Yenetia and 
Marinwood the fundamentals and complexities of foot­ 
ball. 
In the first month, we spent about six days per 
week with some 60 boys who tried out for the team. 
For the next two months, we devoted our weekends 
plus three days per week for practice and league play.

Terra Linda Junior Trojans won the Marin County 
championship without losing a game. All this work was 
done without receiving or expecting any material 
reward, including the Hawaiian trip. 
Jim, what would these boys think of their coaches, 
parents and officials if we would dare involve 
ourselves in your insinuated hanky-panky? 
You accuse us of throwing money ($60) away on 
adults. We received $15 per day (total of four days) for 
meal allowances. For years, on our other bowl trips, 
this amount has been traditional. As former football 
players, most of us are pretty good chowhounds and 
you would not deprive us of a few relaxing cocktails, 
would you now? 


'W e Compared Local Prices' 
Your article charged us with paying “ higher costs 
to a Honolulu firm" for travel arrangements than 
those quoted locally. Not so. Jim, for we have too 
many Irishmen turned temporary Scotsmen on our 
club! 
Before going, we compared “ local” prices and 
nobody but nobody could beat the deal made for travel 
arrangements. The average cost charged to the fund 
for the entire Hawaiian trip, (travel, lodging, food and 
drink included) was less than $200 per person. 
Out of our own pocket, my wife and 1 paid for 
staying over a few more days on this happy island. In 
addition, and perhaps hypnotized by local beauty, one 
of our bachelor coaches stayed over at his own ex­ 
pense. At last report lie had yet to return. \\ hy your 
sour grapes? 
Journalism, just as coaching, requires intelligent 
scouting, demands intelligent investigation before 
publication. Otherwise you play poorly and seldom 
win. I submit you failed to check with those directly in­ 
volved before launching your attack. 
Your opinion to the contrary, the trip was of 
tremendous value to our kids. If the hundreds of 
voluntary contributors didn’t believe the Hawaiian trip 
was important for the boys, we would never have had 
such a quick and tremendous response. By the way, 
this was not an exclusive Terra Linda project, but in­ 
volved the communities of Santa Yenetia, Marinwood 
and San Rafael Meadows. 
On arrival, young hula dancers greeted us. On 
Friday the boys met the teachers and attended the 
classes of the opposing Kaneohe Ram team members. 
During the lour days our boys lived in the homes 
of their opponents (without any expense); those 
Hawaiian parents were grand hosts; and during spare 
time the boys were treated to “ individualized" ac­ 
tivities. 
You ought to see the unrehearsed movies of this 
entire trip, interview enough boys, parents and
